


Club provides Bond with additional money

President Bond recently took some 
friends to dinner and it ended up cos- 
ting him $1460. Actually the bill 
which included $180 worth of 
Inglenook Cabernet and Chenin 
Blanc wine, $106 for tropical plant 
rentals, $90 for floral arrangements. 
and 60 meals at $18 a plate — wasn’t 
paid tor Bond's pocket; the money 
came trom a fund set up to provide ex- 
tra money for Bond to spend “to ad- 
vance the welfare of CSUS.” 

The people who attended the Sept 
18 dinner on campus were the con- 
tributers to this fund, called the 
President's Club. The club ts made up 
of 60 businessmen, lawyers, and 
realtors who have donated anywhere 
from $100 to $250 a year to the club as 
membership dues Lifetime member- 
ships are also available for $1,000 

According to copies of memos and 








letters obtained by the Hornet. the 
idea of a club to provide additiona! 
funds to the president originated in 
June of 1971, during Bernard Hyink’s 
term as CSUS President. One of his 
special assistants, R. Harold Van 
Cleave, proposed the idea of a 
President's Fund to Hyink's Advisory 
Board. The Advisory Board, still in 
existence, is a committee of com- 
munity people, usually businessmen, 
which acts as a liason between the 
community and the university ad- 
ministration 

Ina memorandum addressed to the 
Advisory Board chair, Hugo Hecker, 
Van Cleave cited the lack of funds 
available to the president for such uses 
as dinners for guests of the university 
Prior to athletic events, luncheons for 
the Academic Senate and Student 
Senate, and dinners for other guests of 
the university “as need arises.” His 
proposal also included the use of 
funds to cover travel costs over the 





amount budgeted by the university 

In addition to the club money. 
$3,500 is available to Bond from dis- 
cretionary funds, voted to him in his 
capacity as chairman of the CSUS 
t oundation Board of Governors 

Soon after Van Cleaye's proposa! 
was sent to Becker, the Advisory 
Board adopted it, calling it the 
President's Club. A letter was sent to 
Prospective members explaining what 
the Club was to do 

“The President's Club members 
have a special interest in financialls 
helping the president to perform those 
extra-curricular duties that he con 
siders pertinent to the institutions 
development and improvement. Con 
tributors authorize the president to 
use the moneys in this fund at his sole 
discretion to advance the welfare of 
Sacramento State College and assist 
him in fulfilling his Presidentia! 
Management Objectives.” 

The lettcr went on to say that the 


fax - deductible contributions would 
be handied through a special account 
n the CSUS Foundation The foun 
dation generates federal resear 
ch grants for faculty and students. and 
handles endowments for specific pro 
ects

money left over from previous years 


Combined with his foundation dis- 
retionary fund, Bond has at least 


$9,500 vearly to spend at his dis 


retion

The proyec:, if approved, would in 
volve the Calaveras County Water 
Distnet (CCOWD), with SMUD 
providing the $145 million financing 
Approval must come fromthe SMUD 
Board of Directors and the Calaveras 
County voters in the form of a bond 
election. The directors will vote soon

whether to approve a “Memorandum 
of Understanding” that would provide 
4 $250,000 advance for the project 

Friends of the River (FOR). a Sac- 
ramento based Statewide 
Organization concerned with preser 
ving Calitormia’s remaining rivers 
Claims the advance mone is to 
promote the May bond election in 
Calaveras County to secure the pro 
ject. Aiexander Gaguine a spokesper- 
son for FOR said, “If the bond issue 
fails so does the project. The terms of 
the memorandum state SMU D would 
then forfeit its quarter millon ad- 
vance SMUD should not conside 
spending ratepayers’ money unless 
and untit! Calaveras County 
authorizes the project ” 

The project would involve the area 
around Big Trees State Park. The pro 
ject calls for a system of five dams 
connected by 18 miles of tunnels to 


Colorado nervous 


If vou happen to see a 1200- pound 
nerve gas bomb lying around 
somewhere, the U.S Army would be 
very pleased if you would let them 
know about it 

The Rocky Mountain Arsenal in 
Denver revealed this week that, aftera 
three - year effort, Army demolition 
experts had finally detoxmied all of the 
nerve gas bombs being stored in the 
Denver area 

According to the official report, 
exactly 21,114 bombs ‘were neut- 
ralized. The problem is tiat the Ar- 
my’s official inventory states that 
there should have been exactly 21,115 
nerve gas bombs not 21,114 in stock 
The Army admits that, for some 


unknown reason, it is one bomb short 

A spokesperson at the Rocky 
Mountain Arsenal insists it 1s “Highly 
improbable” that anyone removed 
one of the 1200 - pound bombs from 
the high security areas in which they 
were stored. The Army is writing off 
the missing bomb as an “inventory er- 


ror 


In the meantime, the congressional 
delegation from Colorado is not 
amused. The state's senators and 
representatives are demanding a full 
written report from the Army ex- 
plaining how a deadly 1200 - pound 
nerve gas explosive could simply 
vanish. -- Zodiac

Student protests 
Financial aid cut

Donald Stiilman is angry. The 
CSLS Administration the 
Chancellor's Office and even the court 
ruled against the former CSUS 
student's allegations that the financia) 
aid department illegally forced him 
out of school and stole his money 

Stillman has not given up his hattie 
which began las: Spring 
semester. Recently he issued a pam 
phiet titled “The Administration are 
Thieves” 

In this pamphlet, Stillman charged 
the administration with illegally tor- 
cing students out of school, stealing 
money trom financial aid students 

Sullman claims the administration 
forced him out of school by taking 
away his financial aid on Apnil 9 
halfway through the Spring 1976 
semester At that time Sullman says he 
was still trying to enroll in the second 
of his two ‘individualized study 
programs’ which are worth six units 
each 

Ralph Alvarez, director of the 
Financial Aid Center, said Stillman 


titled t ome up with the two signed 
petitions which would verity his en 
rollment in the two classes. These 
Petitions were supposed to be handed 
n by March 28 If they had been 
turned Stilman’s financial aid 
would have continued, Alvarez said 

On March 28 we were notified 
that Stillman was not enrolled.” said 
Alvarez, “because he had tailed to file 
his petitions to be in those classes. We 
then took some time to check things 
out and finally wrote him a letter on 
April 9 stating he was no longer 
eligible for any financial aid that 
semester 

The letter stated that Suliman “had 
Miicialiy withdrawn from six units 
and apparentiy had withdrawn from 
the other six” With Stullman now car 
rying zero units, he would not longer 
receive financial aid 

Stillman based his defense on the 
tact that the last day to add classes last 
semester was April 23 He says that at 
no time during last semster did he 
withdraw from any classes, nor did he 
intend to 
Alvarez responded, “That is not 


Elections rescheduled: | 
validity nebulous

ASI Election Coordinator Fred 
Mayer announced Monday that the 
upcoming special and general elec 
tions will now be held concurrently on 
Monday. Dec. 6 

The election has become the object 
of numerous charges and counter 
charges amongst ASI officials. As late 
as Monday morning. Mayer had 
cancelled the election for “lack of suf- 
ficient funds” to run the election 

“When I asked (Senate Chair) Patti 
Payne if we were going to receive suf- 
ficient funds to hold the election, she 
told us that no more funds would be 
forthcoming,” Mayer said. Payne 
has denied making this statement 

ASI President Dave Ferris, who 
was not available for comment, vetoed 
Mayer's action cancelling the election 
Ferris, the subject of a Board of Jus- 
tuce ( BOJ) order requiring that he hold 
an election to fill the long vacant 
Senate seats in Business and Public 
Administration and Social Work, 
would have found himself in violation 
of that order had he allowed the 
special election to be cancelled 


Students trom the Schoois of 
Business and Public Administration 
and Social Work had filed suit with 
the BOJ demanding that Ferris fulfill 
his Constitutional obligation to hold 
an election to fill the vacant seats 
within constituuonally established 
limits 

Amongst the Senate seats to be 
filled in the upcoming election are 
those which were elected to “staggered 
terms” in last spring's general election 
Three of the senators elected to 
Staggered terms last spring are curren- 
tly contesting the legality of holding 
the elections to fill Senate seats on a 
Stage.red term basis concurrently 
with the constitutional question of 
whether or not to have staggered 
terms at all. Senators Mark Levit, 
Steve Bishop, and Scott Richmond 
have filed a suit with the BOJ, asking 
that the staggered terms to which they 
have been elected be voided and 
presumably, that they be allowed to 
hold office until the end of the 
academic year in June 

Students overwhelmingly passed 
the constitutional measure that called 
for half of the Senate to be elected

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Sacramentans protest height ‘and appearance of new SMLD power poies 


Power poles block view; 
anger area residents

The Sacramento Municipal Utility 
District (SMUD) representatives and 
the County Board of Supervisors will 
meet with concerned citizens tonight 
to discuss the future of a SMUD 
power tine project that has recently 
drawn criticism from north area 
residents. The meeting will be held at 
De! Campo High School, 4925 Dewey 
Drive in Fair Oaks, at 7 pm 

The line of steel poles, some up to 
100 teet tall, presently extend from the 
SMUD power substation near Howe 
Avenue and Hurley Way north on 
Howe, and continues on Auburn 
Boulevard as far as Watt Ave The 
line is only part of a larger two - line 
system that will eventually criss - cross 
the north area to a new substation 
currently under construction at 
Manzanita and Locust Avenues 

SMUD Electrical Engineer Gary 
Hodges said the poles and new 
substation were designed to meet the 
increasing electricity needs of expan- 
ding residential and shopping 
developments in the north area. | wo 
existing substations, one located at 
Sunnse Boulevard and Greenback 
Lane in Orangevale and the other near 
Hurley Way, are “not adequate” to 
meet these needs, Hodges said. 

The first of the two lines, to be com- 
pleted by Jan. 1, 1978, will eventually 
complete its present route, running 
south on Watt Avenue, turning on 
Whitney and Grant Avenues to Fair 
Oaks Boulevard, and then turning 
north to the new substation 

The second line, to be finished 


about a year later, will travel from the 
Sunrise substation to the new 
substation by way of Svivan Road 


Auburn Boulevard and Manzanita 


Avenue 


Hodges said the total cost for the 


two lines will be between $2.5 and $3 
million. The heighth of the poles. he 
said, is to enable them to clear 
obstacles such as the Pacifi 


Telephone building on Watt Aver 
traffic signals, and other wires 
The project has recently drawr 


criticism from citizens and at least one 


north area business because of the 
heighth and imposing appearance of 
the steel poles. Hodges said SMUD 
has received numerous telephone 


complaints from people living along 


the proposed route since the first lines 
were erected 

In addition, a recent Sacramento 
Bee story revealed that Cook Com 
pany, owner of the 1111 Howe Avenue 
headquarters of the State Energy 
Commission, has threatened SMUD 
with a lawsuit if a 100 - foot - high pole 
in front of their building is not 
removed. Cook Company claimed the 
pole has caused “severe damage” to 
the appearance of their bui! Jing, and 
termed SMUD’s actions “callous and 
cavalier” 

Hodges said the power pole plan 
was approved by the SMUD board 
after filing an Environmental! Impact 
report in September, 1975. He said 
SMUD received little opposition to 
the plan at the time, presumably - 
because people along the proposed 
route were not aware of the plan or its 
visual impact on the area

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India foreign policy is discussion topic

“There is much misunderstanding 
in this world about the present 
situation in India, but the people of In- 
dia have never been more blessed than 
today, and Indira Ghandi has never 
been more popular than now,” said | 
L. Mahrotra, consul general of india 
in San Francisco 

Mehrotra spoke on India’s foreign 
policies recently in the University 
Umion before a crowd of 50 which 
filled up all but a few chairs in the 
Union's California Suite 

The crowd consisted of students 
and members of the Sacramento 
chapter of the World Affair Counci! 
which was the co - sponsor of the 
speech, in conjunction with the Inter- 
national Center 

Mehrotra approached his audience 
Saying, “It is a matter of the greatest 
privilege for me to be here in this ‘tem- 


bate tourney 


ple of learning’ | come to you with a 
sense of belonging and | would like to 
approach you in the spirit of a student 
rather than with the spirit of a teacher 
or lecturer” 

Mehrotra then explained India’s 
foreign policies, which he said are 
founded on the ideas of Nehru who 
guided India’s international affairs for 
20 years 

“Nehru,” Mehrotra said, “was con- 
vinced that in this world with the 
nuclear bomb. nations must either 
cooperate or perish.” Nehru therefore 
developed a policy for peaceful co-ex 
istence, based on five principles 
Mehrotra said. “The five principles 
are Non - interference in international 
affairs of other countries respect for 
territory integrity and sovereignty 
equality and mutual! benefits 
NON aggression, and peaceful co - exis 
lance

Heilman participated in a state 
wide tood policy conference in Fresno 
recently, where the issue of farm land 
usage was discussed The thrust of the 
conference was to formulate a policy 
regarding farms, so that the best use 
can be made out of the land 

The conterence was one of a series 
Of meetings to be held by the Califor 
nia Food Policy Coalition, a group 
made up of various organizations 
throughout = Califorma including 
churches and government agencies 

The reason the meeting was held in 
Fresno is because it is the location of 
the Westlands area. The thousands of 
acres. of land around Westlands 
receives irmgation water from a state 
water project. The Westlands were 
supposed to be parceled out in smal! 
blocks to individual farmers. ac 
cording to Heilman. But he says this 
has not happened 

The land has been sold to large 
corporate interests, and has been kept 
out of the hands of small farmers 
Many of corporations, 
Heilman, are not usually even in the 
business of farming, they are simply 
trying to branch out into other things, 
or they are in it for a tax write - off 

Heilman reports that the state will 
soon put machinery into effect which 
will allow the Westlands to be sold in 
smaller parcels, as it was originally 
intended. Each parce! will be 360 
acres 

The Brown administration has 
recently made this redistribution plan 
public. The coalition would like to 
preserve small farms because they find 
that the smaller farms are more ef- 
ficient 

“Studies from UC Davis indicate 
that 120 - acre farms are much more 
efficient than corporate farms,” said 
Heilman. Americans have been led to

Green said that, in 1947, Krebbs 
and his son (also 4 Ph D_) pushed the 
use of laetrile, which was then inanin- 
jectible form, as a cure for cancer Ap- 
plication for its use was made to the 
FDA at this time. There are certain 
procedures and standards that are 
adhered to before t® FDA gives a 
new drug permit There must be 
records of a drug’s prior use. If it has 
been used on mice or other animals, 
records must be kept so you can show 
the FDA that the drug has proved 
effective in a select number of cases 
and ineffective or hazardous in 
another number of cas-s. Once these 
rules have been followed, the FDA 
will give a new drug permit and allow 
the new drug to be tried under a new 
set of conditions which are rather 
loosely defined, says Green 

Krebbs’ records did not show there 
to be cancer present, he said. You 
must prove someone has cancer before 
you can state they were cured of it 
Krebbs took the matter to court and 
the court asked others to investigate 
the matter Other physicians tested the 
preparation on animals and examined 
the records Krebbs kept. The 
preparation was analyzed by several 
labs and they said it was a non-pure 
substance Only in one case was a 
tumor’s size reduced by the use of laet- 
rile. The FDA then obtained a court 
order prohibiting its use 

In 1970 its proponents tired again 
to get a new drug permit for laetrile 
At this time they claimed it was a 
vitamin, Green said. There are certain 
criteria for vitarnins and laetrile did 
not meet the criteria 

Green said, “I feel there is good 
reason for keeping laetrile off the 
market. Laetrile contains cyanide. If 
you're going to kill the tumor with 
cyanide you're killing the whole 
organism. Deaths have occurred from 
cyanide poisoning. Chronic cyanide 
poisoning in Nigeria caused blindness 


to occur. The substance is toxic to ail 
cells and one of the things I find most

When the constitutional amendment was passed last 
spring, the purpose was to keep at least half of the experienced 
senators in office so the transition would be made 

It may be a little tough to swallow, but one set of 
inevitably going to have a short term in order to get the staggered 
terms into effect. It just happens to legally be this set of senators 

I he elections were intiated as per the constitution. Candidates are 
running for those vacated positions. The BO! should rule on th 
constitutionality this Thursday. If the elections are allowed to be held 
and the current senators lose, then the BOJ rules the electior alid 
candidates and conceivably/ some winners would not be seated.
